The ineeptton of the scheme sto perpe- 
tuate the memory of Capt. Plahte by a 
monument came from his.triends, C hinese 
and foreign. in the neighbour hood of the 
Cpper Yangtaze, and from Mr W. W. 
of the firm dt Mes Yarrow 
& Co, who wag oa a visit, to Wa. sup 
ported by the g firms interestiyl 
in the Upper Yangt and the Chinese 
Maritime Customs. “Birt the proposal to 
erect & monument te Capte Plant's me- 
mory would have taken very much longer
